IIOMHOIWTHIC  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


HE  third  annual  course  of  lectures  will  commence  Wednesday, 
October  1st.  1879,  and  will  continue  until  March  1st,  1880. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Five  lectures  will  be  given  each  day,  exclusive  of  clinics.  Lec- 
tures on  Theory  and  Practice,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery,  Diseases  of 
Women  and  Children,  and  Obstetrical  Therapeutics  will  be  delivered 
in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Department  Building.  Lectures  on 
Anatomy.  Physiology,  Obstetrics,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence  will  be 
delivered  in  the  Medical  Amphitheater,  in  the  South  Building.  Lec- 
tures on  Chemistry  will  be  delivered  in  the  University  Laboratory,  in 
the  North  Building. 

While  in  attendance  on  lectures  of  the  Medical  Department,  stu- 
dents will  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  accorded  to  students  in  that 
department,  and  will  conform  to  all  requirements  of  said  department, 
so  far  as  such  requirements  may  apply  to  the  branches  which  they 
pursue. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  compact  entered  into  by  the  Inter- 
Collegiate  Conference  of  Homeopathic  Medical  Colleges  has  not,  as 
yet,  been  ratified,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  continue,  until 
further  notice,  the  present  general  plan,  which  requires  the  student, 
upon  registration,  to  choose  one  of  the  following  courses  of  instruc- 
tion :— 

I.  A  Two  Years  Course,  requiring  the  attendance  of  the  student  at 
all  lectures  and  exercises  of  the  department  for  two  full  terms,  as  has 
heretofore  been  the  general  custom  in  medical  colleges. 

II.  A  Three  Years  Graded  Course.  This  has  been  urgently  recom- 
mended by  the  Faculty  in  the  past,  and  some  students  have  adopted 
the  same.  The  first  or  Junior  year  of  this  course  will  include  Anat- 
omy. Practical  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry,  and  Matera  Medica. 
The  work  in  Materia  Medica  for  this  year  will  only  cover  the  botan- 
ical relations  of  drugs,  the  methods  of  preparing  them  for  use,  and 
their  general  action.  In  the  second  or  middle  year,  the  studies  of  the 
first  year  will  be  reviewed,  and,  in  addition,  the  student  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  up  the  special  analyses  and  syntheses  of  drug  provings ; 
Diagnosis  and  Pathology  of  Disease;  Surgical  Pathology;  the  Mech- 
anism of  Labor,  and  Opthalmology  and  Otology.  During  the  year, 
students  will  be  required  to  take  a  course  in  Practical  Chemistry,  and 
to  attend  the  clinics. 
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At  the  end  of  the  second  yew,  final  examinations  will  be  held  in 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Chemistry. 

The  third  or  Senior  year  will  cover  all  the  studies  in  Theory  and 
Practice,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery,  Obstetrics.  Diseases  of  Women 
and  Children,  and  Medical  Jurisprudence.  In  this  year,  students  will 
be  required  to  attend  and  assist  in  all  the  clinics. 

Clinics.— A  general  medical  clinic,  a  clinic  for  diseases  of  women 
and  children,  and  a  surgical  clinic  will  be  held  by  the  Faculty  of  the 
Homeopathic  Medical  Department.  In  addition  to  these  clinics,  stu- 
dents will  be  supplied  with  tickets  to  Mercy  Hospital,  which  admits 
them  to  the  surgical  and  ophthalmic  clinics  of  the  Medical  Department . 
All  patients  presenting  themselves  at  the  clinics  will  have  the  privi- 
lege of  examination,  prescriptions,,  medicines,  and  operations  free  of 
charge.  Advanced  students  are  required  to  make  examinations  at 
the  clinics,  and  to  prescribe  for  patients. 

The  Faculty  of  this  department  are  now  making  arrangements  to 
secure  the  fitting  up  of  a  hospital,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  coin- 
pleted'before  the  opening  of  the  next  session. 

Practical  Microscopy.— Special  lectures  in  Practical  Micro- 
scopy will  be  given  to  the  students  of  this  department. 

Practical  Anatomy.— The  thorough  study  of  Practical  Anat- 
omy will  be  required  of  every  student.  Facilities  for  obtaining  ma- 
terial are  such  that  an  abundant  supply  will  always  be  provided.  The 
Professor  and  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  will  be  always  ready  to  aid 
the  student  in  his  anatomical  studies.  The  Anatomical  Museum  will 
be  open  to  students  at  all  hours,  when  lectures  are  not  in  progress. 

Operations  on  the  Cadaver.— All  kinds  of  surgical  operations 
will  be  performed  on  the  cadaver,  by  individual  members  of  the  class, 
under  direction  of  the  Professor -of  Surgery. 

Chemical  Laboratory.— The  Laboratory  occupies  the  entire 
first  story  of  the  North  Building,  and  covers  an  area  of  3500  square 
feet.  It  is  supplied  with  the  most  improved  and  scientific  apparatus 
tor  the  practical  study  of  Chemistry.  Every  student,  before  receiving 
the  degree  of  M.  I)..  is  required  to  take  a  course  in  Practical  Chem- 
istry. In  this  course  is  included  Qualitative  Analysis,  first  of  known 
and  afterward  of  unknown  materials;  Toxicology— analysis  of  food  or 
or  tissue  materials  in  assumed  cases  of  poisoning,  and  in  cases  insti- 
tuted with  animals  — including  inorganic  and  organic  poisons;  Phys- 
iological and  Pathological  Analysis  — including  Analysis  of  Urine, 
norma]  and  abnormal,  by  qualitative,  volumetric,  and  microscopical 
methods,  and  examination  of  tissue  materials,  excretions,  blood- 
stains, etc.  The  only  expense  incurred  in  the  laboratory  is  the  actual 
cost  of  the  chemicals  and  apparatus  consumed  by  the  student  in  his 
manipulations. 

Libraries  The  general  Library  of  the  University,  and  the  De- 
partment   Library  are  open   to  students  on  all  week  days,  except 
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during  lecture  hours.  The  Library  of  this  Department  already  num- 
bers  several  hundred  volumes  of  standard  medical  works.  The  gen- 
eral  Library  o\'  the  University  contains  over  twelve  thousand  volumes 
and  one  thousand  pamphlets. 

Museum.— The  general  Museum  of  the  University,  consisting  of  a 
large  and  valuable  collection  of  specimens,  and  the  Medical  Museum, 
arc  open  to  students  of  this  department.  A  Cabinet  has  been  pro- 
vided for  this  department,  which  already  contains  a  number  of  valu- 
able specimens. 

Physicians  are  earnestly  invited  to  send  to  the  Curator  any  speci- 
men of  healthy,  morbid,  or  comparative  anatomy,  which  will  be 
properly  labeled,  with  the  name  of  the  donor,  and  placed  in  the 
Museum.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  "  Doctor  of  Medicine  "  in  this  de- 
partment, the  student  must  exhibit  to  the  Dean  evidence  of  having 
pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  three  years;  must  have  attended 
two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this 
institution  ;  must  have  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  Practical  Anat- 
omy and  Practical  Chemistry,  and  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

In  addition  to  these  requirements,  each  candidate  for  graduation 
must  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches  taught 
in  the  department,  and  present  an  acceptable  thesis  in  his  own  hand- 
writing, and  on  a  subject  connected  with  some  branch  of  medicine. 

The  examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Faculty  of  this  depart- 
ment, assisted  by  a  Board  of  Examiners,  selected  for  that  purpose 
from  the  Homeopathic  physicians  of  Iowa. 

The  candidate  must  notify  the  Dean,  in  writing,  during  the  first 
week  in  February,  of  his  or  her  intention  to  become  an  applicant  for 
graduation,  and.  at  the  same  time,  present  the  thesis  and  graduation 
fee.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  graduate,  the  fee  and  thesis  will  be  re- 
turned, except  such  part  as  shall  be  required  to  cover  the  cost  of 
examination. 

The  Ad  Eundem  Degree,  in  this  department  may  be  conferred 
under  the  following  circumstances :  The  candidate  must  be  in  pos- 
session of  an  accredited  diploma,  and  must  present  letters  from  two 
respectable  physicians  in  regard  to  his  moral  character  and  profes- 
sional standing.  An  attendance  upon  lectures,  from  time  to  time, 
during  the  session,  and  a  satisfactory  examination  must  be  passed  on 
all  subjects  taught  in  the  department.  From  those  who  receive  the 
ad  eundem  degree,  the  matriculation  fee  and  a  fee  of  $25  will  be 
required.

Five  lectures  will  be  given  each  day,  exclusive  of  clinics. 
Lectures  on  Theory  and  Practice,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery, 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  and  Obstetrical  Therapeu- 
tics will  be  delivered  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Department 
Building.  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Obstetrics,  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence  will  be  delivered  in  the  Medical  Am- 
phitheatre, in  the  South  Building.  Lectures  on  Chemistry 
will  be  delivered  in  the  University  Laboratory  in  the  North 
Building. 

While  in  attendance  on  lectures  of  the  Medical  Department 
students  will  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  accordeyd  to  stu- 
dents in  that  department,  and  will  conform  to  all  requirements 
of  said  department,  so  far  as  such  requirements  may  apply  to 
the  branches  which  they  pursue. 

Students  upon  registration  are  required  to  select  one  of  the 
following  courses  of  instruction,  the  second  being  specially 
recommended  by  the  Faculty: 

I.  A  Two  Years*  Course,  requiring  the  attendance  of  the 
student  at  all  lectures  and  exercises  of  the  department  for  two 
full  terms,  as  has  heretofore  been  the  general  custom  in  medi- 
cal colleges. 

II.  A  graded  course  extending  over  three  years,  the  scheme 
of  instruction  in  which  is  herewith  set  forth: 
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Examinations  in  the  graded  course  will  take  place  as  fol- 
lows: 

At  Close  of  First  Session — Anatomy  and  Chemistry. 

Chemical  Analysis. 
At  Close  of  Second  Session  -j  Physiology. 

Materia  Medica. 

Practice  of  Medicine. 
At  Close  of    Third   Session  ■{  Surgery.     Obstetrics  and 

Diseases  of  Women. 

Students  adopting  this  course  must  pass  a  satisfactory  ma- 
triculating examination  before  enrolment  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

English  Language — including  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Arithmetic — including  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions. 

United  States  History — Geography. 

Natural  Philosophy. 

A  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  Latin,  French  or  German 
is  desirable,  but  not  obligatory. 

The  Diploma  of  any  High  School  or  Academy  will  be  ac- 
cepted in  lieu  of  this  examination. 

Students  of  both  sexes  are  admitted  on  equal  terms,  and 
afforded  in  all  respects  the  same  facilities  for  acquiring  a 
thorough  medical  education. 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy. — The  lectures  in  Anatomy  are  thoroughly  illus- 
trated by  all  the  modern  aids  to  teaching.  The  lectures  in 
the  Fall  Term  are  devoted  to  discussion  of  Comparative  and 
Descriptive,  while  the  Winter  Term  is  occupied  by  a  full  con- 
sideration of  Regional  and  Surface  Anatomy,  illustrated  on 
the  cadaver. 

Physiology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy. — In  this  depart- 
ment the  inductive  method  is  very  largely  employed  in  im- 
parting instruction.  The  lectures  are  profusely  illustrated  by 
means  of  charts,  diagrams  and  blackboard  figures;  and  the 
student  is  rendered  practically  familiar  with  the  phenomena 
of  the  most  important  bodily  functions  in  normal  operation, 
by  the  constant  employment  of  experiments  upon  living  ani- 
mals as  a  means  of  demonstration. 
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Chemistry  and  Toxicology. — The  course  of  lectures  in 
Chemistry  is  thoroughly  experimental,  the  large  cabinet  of  the 
University  being  used  freely  for  the  purpose.  The  laboratory 
occupies  the  entire  first  story  of  the  North  Building,  and 
covers  an  area  of  3,500  square  feet.  It  is  supplied  with  the 
most  improved  and  scientific  apparatus  for  the  practical  study 
of  Chemistry.  Every  advanced  student  is  required  to  take  a 
course  in  Practical  Chemistry.  In  this  course  is  included 
Qualitative  Analysis,  first  of  known  and  afterward  of  un- 
known materials;  Toxicology — analysis  of  food  or  tissue  ma- 
terials in  assumed  cases  of  poisoning,  and  in  cases  instituted 
with  animals — including  inorganic  and  organic  poisons;  Phys- 
iological and  Pathological  Analysis — including  Analysis  of 
Urine,  normal  and  abnormal,  by  qualitative,  volumetric,  and 
microscopical  methods,  and  examination  of  tissue  materials, 
excretions,  blood-stains,  etc.  The  only  expense  incurred  in 
the  laboratory  is  the  actual  cost  of  the  chemicals  and  appara- 
tus consumed  by  the  student  in  his  manipulations. 

Practical  Anatomy. — The  thorough  study  of  this  branch 
for  at  least  two  courses  is  made  a  condition  of  graduation. 
Facilities  for  obtaining  material  are  such,  under  improved 
legislation  in  the  State,  that  an  abundance  will  always  be  pro- 
vided for  all  who  may  apply.  The  demonstrator  will  always 
be  ready  to  aid  and  direct  the  prosecution  of  these  studies, 
and,  upon  completion  of  each  course  of  dissection,  the  stu- 
dent will  be  examined  on  the  anatomy  of  the  part  dissected. 
If  the  character  of  dissection  and  the  examination  be  satisfac- 
tory, a  'certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  given. 

In  order  that  the  operations  of  this  department  of  the 
school  may  be  successfully  carried  on,  all  students  wishing  to 
pursue  a  course  of  dissection  are  required  to  take  out  the 
Demonstrator's  ticket  prior  to  December  15th. 

Materia  Medica. — In  addition  to  the  essential  study  of  char- 
acteristics, especial  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  pathogenetic 
and  therapeutic  relationship  of  drugs,  and  to  the  application 
of  homeopathic  provings.  As  each  remedy  is  brought  up  for 
study,  its  points  of  agreement  and  disagreement  with  other 
remedies  will  be  differentiated  by  comparison. 
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Thbobi  am-  Practice. — Only  the  principles  of  homeopa- 
thy, as  Bet  forth  by  Hahnemann,  will  be  taught.  They  will, 
however,  be  explained  according  to  the  most  recent  develop- 
ments in  science. 

It  is  also  the  object  of  the  teachings  of  this  Chair  to  pre- 
pare the  student  to  recognize,  and  treat  in  accordance  with 
the  homeopathic'  method,  the  various  tonus  of  disease,  as  met 
with  in  general  and  e\eryda\  practice. 

The  Lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  wax  and  papier- 
mache  models  and  pathological  specimens,  from  the  museum 
of  the  college,  in  order  to  enhance  their  usefulness,  and  no 
efforts  will  be  spared  to  prepare  the  student  to  become  a  use- 
ful practitioner. 

Surgery. — The  Chair  of  Surgery  aims  to  combine  thor- 
oughly practical,  theoretical,  pathological  and  clinical  teach- 
ing. Special  attention  will  be  given  to  practical  bandaging 
and  the  application  of  splints  and  dressings.  Students  are  re- 
quired to  perforin  all  operations  upon  the  cadaver  that  are 
made  upon  the  living  subject. 

Obstetrics. — The  instruction  in  this  important  department 
is  complete.  All  modern  means  for  illustration  are  employed, 
and  all  third-year  and  advanced  students  are  carefully  trained 
in  the  principal  obstetric  operations. 

Gynecology. — In  this  department  the  didactic  lectures  will 
be  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams,  etc.,  and  the  most  approved 
methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  will  be  demonstrated  be- 
fore the  class  by  means  of  clinical  cases. 

Opthalmology^  and  Otology. — The  instruction  in  these 
branches  combines  didactic  and  clinical  teaching.  One  lec- 
ture a  week  is  given  in  the  anatomy,  physiology  and  pathology 
of  the  regions  involved,  and  the  Wednesday  clinic  is  devoted 
to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  their  diseases.  Large  num- 
bers of  cases  appear  at  these  clinics  and  a  great  many  opera- 
tions of  all  kinds  are  performed. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. — This  branch  of  instruction  is  con- 
ducted by  a  distinguished  jurist,  and  the  principles  of  this 
important  department  of  medicine  are  impressed  by  citation 
of  an  immense  number  of  cases  illustrative  of  the  subject. 
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Insanity. — Instruction  here  is  given  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  Insane,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.  The  Physi- 
ology and  Pathology  of  the  brain  are  largely  discussed,  and 
the  various  phases  of  derangement  coming  under  the  notice 
of  the  alienist  are  very  fully  treated  of. 

Dentistry. — This  subject,  in  the  aspects  which  render  it  of 
interest  to  the  practitioner  of  medicine,  is  discussed  at  con- 
siderable length,  by  a  professional  dentist,  and  is  regarded  by 
the  Faculty  as  a  very  important  part  of  the  course. 

Clinics.— A  general  medical  clinic  and  a  clinic  for  diseases 
of  women  and  children  will  be  held  by  the  Faculty  of  the 
Homeopathic  Medical  Department.  In  addition  to  these 
clinics,  students  will  be  supplied  with  tickets  to  Mercy  Hospi- 
tal, which  admits  them  to  the  surgical  and  opthalmic  clinics 
of  the  Medical  Department.  All  patients  presenting  them- 
selves at  the  clinics  will  have  the  privilege  of  examination, 
prescriptions,  medicines  and  operations  free  of  charge.  Ad- 
vanced students  are  required  to  make  examinations  at  the 
clinics,  and  to  prescribe  for  patients. 

Libraries. — The  general  Library  of  the  University  and  the 
Department  Library  are  open  to  students  on  all  week  days, 
except  during  lecture  hours.  The  library  of  this  department 
already  numbers  several  hundred  volumes  of  standard  medi- 
cal works.  The  general  library  of  the  University  contains 
over  thirteen  thousand  volumes  and  one  thousand  pamphlets. 

Museum. — The  general  Museum  of  the  University,  consist- 
ing of  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  specimens,  and  the 
Medical  Museum  are  open  to  students  of  this  department.  A 
cabinet  has  been  provided  for  this  department  which  already 
contains  a  number  of  valuable  specimens. 

Physicians  are  earnestly  invited  to  send  to  the  Curator  any 
specimen  of  healthy,  morbid,  or  comparative  anatomy,  which 
will  be  properly  labeled,  with  the  name  of  the  donor,  and 
placed  in  the  Museum.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  "Doctor  of  Medicine"  in 
this  department,  the  student  must  exhibit  to  the  Dean  evi- 
dence of  having  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  three 
years;  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  institution;  must  have 
been  engaged  in  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  and  Practi- 
cal Chemistry,  and  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

In  addition  to  these  requirements,  each  candidate  for  gradu- 
ation must  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the 
branches  taught  in  the  department,  and  present  an  acceptable 
thesis  in  his  own  hand  writing,  and  on  a  subject  connected 
with  some  branch  of  medicine. 

The  final  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  writing,  by  the 
Faculty  of  this  Department,  subject  to  approval  or  rejection 
by  a  Board  of  Examiners,  selected  for  that  purpose  from  the 
homeopathic  physicians  of  Iowa. 

The  candidate  must  notify  the  Dean,  in  writing,  during  the 
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tirst  week  in  February,  of  his  or  her  intention  to  become  an 
applicant  for  graduation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  present  the 
thesis  and  graduation  fee.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  graduate, 
the  fee  and  thesis  will  be  returned,  except  such  part  as  shall  be 
required  to  cover  the  cost  of  examination. 

The  Ad  Kindem  Degree  in  this  department  may  be  con- 
ferred under  the  following  circumstances:  The  candidate  must 
be  in  possession  of  an  accredited  diploma,  and  must  present 
letters  from  two  respectable  physicians  in  regard  to  his  moral 
character  and  professional  standing.  An  attendance  upon 
lectures,  from  time  to  time  during  the  session,  and  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  must  be  passed  on  all  subjects  taught  in  the 
department.  From  those  who  receive  the  ad  eundem  degree, 
the  matriculation  fee  and  a  fee  of  $25  will  be  required.

Five  lectures  will  be  given  each  day,  exclusive  of  clinics. 
Lectures  on  Theory  and  Practice,  Materia  Medica,  Surgery, 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  and  Obstetrical  Therapeu- 
tics will  be  delivered  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Department 
Building.  Lectures  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Obstetrics, 
and  Medical  Jurisprudence  will  be  delivered  in  the  Medical 
Amphitheater,  in  the  South  Building.  Lectures  on  Chemis- 
try will  be  delivered  in  the  University  Laboratory,  in  the 
North  Building. 

While  in  attendance  on  lectures  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, students  will  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  accorded 
to  students  in  that  department,  and  will  conform  to  all  the 
requirements  of  said  department,  so  far  as  such  requirements 
may  apply  to  the  branches  which  they  pursue. 

Students,  upon  registration,  are  required  to  select  one  of 
the  following  courses  of  instruction,  the  second  being  special- 
ly recommended  by  the  Faculty:

Students  of  both  sexes  are  admitted  on  equal  terms,  and 
afforded  in  all  respects  the  same  facilities  for   acquiring   a, 

thorough  medical  education. 


OUTLINE  OF  THE  PLAN  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy. —  The  lectures  in  Anatomy  are  thoroughly 
illustrated  by  all  the  modern  aids  to  teaching.  The  lectures 
in  the  Fall  Term  are  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  Compara- 
tive and  Descriptive,  while  the  Winter  Term  is  occupied  by  a 
full  consideration  of  Regional  and  Surface  Anatomy,  illus- 
trated on  the  cadaver. 

Physiology  and  Microscopic  Anatomy.  —  In  this  de- 
partment the  inductive  method  is  very  largely  employed  in 
imparting  instruction.  The  lectures  are  profusely  illustrated 
by  means  of  charts,  diagrams,  and  black-board  figures;  and 
the  student  is  rendered  practically  familiar  with  the  phenom- 
ena of  the  most  important  bodily  functions  in  normal  opera- 
tion, by  the  constant  employment  of  experiments  upon  living 
animals  as  a  means  of  demonstration. 

Chemistry  and  Toxicology.  — The  course  of  lectures  in 
Chemistry  is  thoroughly  experimental,  the  large  cabinet  of 
the  University  being  used  freely  for  the  purpose.     The  Lab- 
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oratory  occupies  the  entire  first  story  of  the;  North  Building, 

and  covers  an  area  of  3,500  square  feet.  It  is  supplied  with 
the  most  approved  and  scientific  apparatus  for  the  practical 
study  of  Chemistry.  Every  advanced  student  is  required  to 
take  a  course  in  Practical  Chemistry.  In  this  course  is  includ- 
ed Qualitative  Analysis  —  including  organic  and  inorganic 
poisons;  Physiological  and  Pathological  Analysis  — including 
Analysis  of  Urine,  normal  and  abnormal,  by  qualitative,  vol- 
umetric, and  microscopical  methods,  and  examination  of 
tissue  materials,  excretions,  blood-stains,  etc. 


Practical  Anatomy. — The  thorough  study  of  this  branch 
for  at  least  two  courses  is  made  a  condition  of  graduation. 
Facilities  for  obtaining  material  are  such,  under  improved 
legislation  in  the  State,  that  an  abundance  will  always  be  pro- 
vided for  all  who  may  apply.  The  demonstrator  will  always 
be  ready  to  aid  and  direct  the  prosecution  of  these  studies, 
and,  upon  completion  of  each  course  of  dissection,  the  student 
will  be  examined  on  the  anatomy  of  the  part  dissected.  If 
the  character  of  dissection  and  the  examination  be  satisfactory, 
a  certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  given. 

In  order  that  the  operations  of  this  department  of  the 
school  may  be  successfully  carried  on,  all  students  wishing  to 
pursue  a  course  of  dissection  are  required  to  take  out  the 
Demonstrator's  ticket  prior  to  December  15th. 

Materia  Medica. —  In  addition  to  the  essential  study  of 
characteristics,  especial  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  patho- 
genetic and  therapeutic  relationship  of  drugs,  and  to  the  ap- 
plication of  homeopathic  provings.  As  each  remedy  is 
brought  up  for  study,  its  points  of  agreement  and  disagree- 
ment with  other  remedies  will  be  differentiated  by  compar- 
ison. 

Theory  and  Practice.—  Only  the  principles  of  Home- 
opathy, as  set  forth  by  Hahnemann,  will  be  taught.  They 
will,  however,  be  explained  according  to  the  most  recent  de- 
velopments in  science. 

It  is  also  the  object  of  the  teachings  of  this  Chair  to  pre-

pare  the  student  to  recognize,  and  treat  in  accordance  with 

the  homeopathic  method,  the  various  tonus  of  disease,  \\>  inel 
witJi  in  general  and  every  day  practice. 

The   lectures    will    be    illust rated    by    diagrams,    wax    and 

papier-mache  models,  and  pathological  specimens,  from  the 

Museum  o\'  the  college,  in  order  to  enhance  their  usefulness. 
and  no  efforts  will  be  spared  to  prepare  the  student  to  become 
a  useful  practitioner. 

Surgery. —  The  Chair  of  Surgery  aims  to  combine  thor 
oughly  practical,  theoretical,  pathological,  and  clinical  teach- 
ing. Special  attention  will  be  given  to  practical  bandaging 
and  the  application  of  splints  and  dressings.  Students  are 
required  to  perform  all  operations  upon  the  cadaver  that  are 
made  upon  the  living  subject. 

Obstetrics. —  The  instruction  in  this  important  depart- 
ment is  complete.  All  modern  means  for  illustration  are  em- 
ployed, and  all  third-year  and  advanced  students  are  carefully 
trained  in  the  principal  obstetric  operations. 

Gynecology. —  In  this  department  the  didactic  lectures 
will  be  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams,  etc.,  and  the  most  ap- 
proved methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  Avill  be  demon- 
strated before  the  class  by  means  of  clinical  cases. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. — The  instruction  in  these 
branches  combines  didactic  and  clinical  teaching.  One  lecture 
a  wTeek  is  given  in  the  anatomy,  physiology,  and  pathology 
of  the  regions  involved,  and  the  Wednesday  clinic  is  devoted 
to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  their  diseases.  Large  num- 
bers of  cases  appear  at  these  clinics  and  a  great  many  opera- 
tions of  all  kinds  are  performed. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. —  This  branch  of  instruction  is 
conducted  by  a  distinguished  jurist,  and  the  principles  of  this 
important  department  of  medicine  are  impressed  by  citation 
of  an  immense  number  of  cases  illustrative  of  the  subject. 

Insanity. —  Instruction  here  is  given  by  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  Insane,  at  Mt.  Pleasant.     The 
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physiology  and  pathology  of  the  brain  arc  largely  discussed, 
and  the  various  phases  of  derangement  coming  under  the  no- 
tice of  the  alienist  are  very  fully  treated  of. 

Dentistry. —  This  subject,  in  the  aspects  which  render  it 
of  interest  to  the  practitioner  of  medicine,  is  discussed  at 
considerable  length  by  a  professional  dentist,  and  is  regarded 
by  the  Faculty  as  a  very  important  part  of  the  course. 

Clinics. —  A  general  medical  clinic  and  a  clinic  for  dis- 
eases of  women  and  children  will  be  held  by  the  Faculty  of 
the  Homeopathic  Medical  Department.  In  addition  to  these 
clinics,  students  will  be  supplied  with  tickets  to  Mercy  Hos- 
pital, which  admits  them  to  the  surgical  and  ophthalmic  clinics 
of  the  Medical  Department.  All  patients  presenting  them- 
selves at  the  clinics  will  have  the  privilege  of  examination, 
prescriptions,  medicines,  and  operations  free  of  charge.  Ad- 
vanced students  are  required  to  make  examinations  at  the 
clinics,  and  to  prescribe  for  patients. 

Libraries. — The  general  Library  of  the  University  and 
the  Department  Library  are  open  to  students  on  all  week 
days,  except  during  lecture  hours.  The  library  of  this  de- 
partment already  numbers  several  hundred  volumes  of  stan- 
dard medical  works.  The  general  library  of  the  University 
contains  over  thirteen  thousand  volumes  and  one  thousand 
pamphlets. 

Museum. —  The  general  Museum  of  the  University,  con- 
sisting of  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  specimens,  and 
the  Medical  Museum,  are  open  to  students  of  this  department. 
A  cabinet  has  been  provided  for  this  department  which 
already  contains  a  number  of  valuable  specimens. 

Physicians  are  earnestly  invited  to  send  to  the  Curator  any 
specimens  of  healthy,  morbid,  or  comparative  anatomy,  which 
will  be  properly  labeled,  with  the  name  of  the  donor,  and 
placed  in  the  Museum.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  "  Doctor  of  Medicine  "  in 
this  department,  the  student  must  exhibit  to  the  Dean  evi- 
dence of  having  pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  three 
years;  must  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  institution;  must  have 
been  engaged  in  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy  and  Practi- 
cal Chemistry,  and  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

In  addition  to  these  requirements,  each  candidate  for 
graduation  must  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the 
branches  taught  in  the  department,  including  Chemistry, 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  and  Obstetrics. 

The  final  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  writing,  by 
the  Faculty  of  the  department,  subject  to  approval  or  rejec- 
tion by  a  Board  of  Examiners,  selected  for  that  purpose  from 
the  homeopathic  physicians  of  Iowa. 

The  candidate  must  notify  the  Dean,  in  writing,  during 
the  first  week  in  February,  of  his  or  her  intention  to  become 
an  applicant  for  graduation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  pay  the 
examination  and  diploma  fees.

COURSE   OF   INSTRUCTION. 

Five  lectures  will  be  given  each  day,  exclusive  of  clinics.  Lec- 
tures on  theory  and  practice,  materia  medica,  diseases  of  women 
and  children,  surgical  pathology  and  therapeutics,  and  obstetrical 
therapeutics,  will  be  delivered  in  the  lecture-room  of  the  depart- 
ment building.  Lectures  on  anatomy,  physiology,  obstetrics,  sur- 
gery, chemistry,  and  medical  jurisprudence  will  be  delivered  in  the 
new  medical  building. 

While  in  attendance  on  lectures  of  the  Medical  department,  stu- 
dents will  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  accorded  to  students  in 
that  department,  and  will  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of  said 
department,  so  far  as  such  requirements  may  apply  to  the  branches 
which  they  pursue. 

Students,  upon  registration,  are  required  to  select  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing courses  of  instruction,  the  second  being  specially  recom- 
mended by  the  Faculty : 

I.  A  Two  Years'  Course,  requiring  the  attendance  of  the  stu- 
dents at  all  lectures  and  exercises  of  the  department  for  two  full 
terms,  as  has  heretofore  been  the  general  custom  in  medical  col- 
leges. 

II.  A  Three  Years  Course,  with  three  full  courses  of  lectures, 
the  second  year  having  the  special  advantage  of  additional  instruc- 
tion in  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiological  work,  recitations  in 
special  anatomy,  laboratory  work  in  chemistry,  and  recitations  in 
materia  medica.  At  the  close  of  the  second  year,  final  examina- 
tions may  be  received  in  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  and  ma- 
teria medica. 

All  students  in  the  advanced  classes  of  both  courses  will  receive 
special  practical  instruction  in  physical  diagnosis,  mechanical  ob- 
stetrics, application  of  bandages,  splints,  and  surgical  dressings. 
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Students  of  both  sexes  are  admitted  on  equal  terms,  and  afforded 
in  all  respects  the  same  facilities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  medical 
education. 

OUTLINE    OF    PLAN    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy. — The  lectures  in  anatomy  are  thoroughly  illustrated 
by  all  the  modern  aids  to  teaching.  The  lectures  in  the  fall  term 
are  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  comparative  and  descriptive  anat- 
omy, while  the  winter  term  is  occupied  by  a  full  consideration  of 
regional  and  surface  anatomy,  illustrated  on  the  cadaver.

The  lectures  are  profusely  illustrated  by  means  of  charts,  dia- 
grams, and  blackboard  figures;  and  the  student  is  rendered  prac- 
tically familiar  with  the  phenomena  of  the  most  important  bodily 
functions  in  normal  operation  by  the  constant  employment  of  ex- 
periments upon  living  animals  as  a  means  of  demonstration.

MATERIA  MEDICA. —  In  addition  to  the  essential  study  of  char- 
acteristics, especial  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  pathogenetic  and 
therapeutic  relationship  of  drugs,  and  to  the  application  oi  homoe- 
opathic provings.  As  each  remedy  is  brought  up  for  study,  its 
points  of  agreement  and  disagreement  with  other  remedies  will  be 
differentiated  by  comparison. 

Theory  and  Practice. —  Only  the  principles  of  homoeopathy, 
as  set  forth  by  Hahnemann,  will  be  taught.  They  will,  however,  be 
explained  according  to  the  most  recent  developments  in  science. 

It  is  also  the  object  of  the  teachings  of  this  chair  to  prepare  the 
student  to  recognize,  and  treat  in  accordance  with  the  homoeopathic 
method,  the  various  forms  of  disease,  as  met  with  in  general  and 
every-day  practice. 

The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams,  wax  and  papier- 
mache  models,  and  pathological  specimens,  from  the  museum  of 
the  college,  in  order  to  enhance  their  usefulness ;  and  no  efforts  will 
be  spared  to  prepare  the  student  to  become  a  successful  practi- 
tioner. 

Surgery.  —  The  chair  of  surgery,  in  the  medical  department, 
will  instruct  in  practical  and  clinical  surgery.  All  candidates  for 
examination  are  required  to  perform  such  operations  upon  the 
cadaver  as  are  made  upon  the  living  subject,  and  will  be  expected 
to  assist  at  clinics.  Prof.  Gilchrist,  in  this  department,  will  give  a 
full  course  of  lectures  on  the  pathology  and  therapeutics  of  surgical 
diseases. 

Obstetrics. — The  instruction  in  this  important  department  is 
complete.  All  modern  means  for  illustration  are  employed,  and 
advanced  students  are  carefully  trained  in  the  principal  obstetric 
operations.  This  course  is  also  followed  by  a  special  course  on  the 
homoeopathic  therapeutics  of  obstetrical  diseases. 

Gynecology. —  In  this  department  the  didactic  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams,  etc.,  and  the  most  approved  meth- 
ods of  diagnosis  and  treatment  will  be  demonstrated  before  the 
class  by  means  of  clinical  cases. 
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Ophthalmology  and  Otology.  —  The  instruction  in  these 
branches  combines  didactic  and  clinical  teaching.  One  lecture  a 
week  is  given  in  the  anatomy,  physiology,  and  pathology  of  the 
regions  involved,  and  the  Wednesday  clinic  is  devoted  to  the  diag- 
nosis and  treatment  of  their  diseases.  Large  numbers  of  cases 
appear  at  these  clinics,  and  a  great  many  operations  of  all  kinds 
are  performed. 

Dentistry. — A  special  department  of  dentistry  has  been  estab- 
lished, to  the  privileges  of  which  students  of  this  department  are 
admitted. 

Clinics. — A  general  medical  clinic  and  a  clinic  for  diseases  ot 
women  and  children  will  be  held  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Homoeop- 
athic Medical  department.  In  addition  to  these  clinics,  students 
will  be  supplied  with  tickets  to  Mercy  Hospital,  which  admit  them 
to  the  surgical  and  ophthalmic  clinics  of  the  Medical  department. 
All  patients  presenting  themselves  at  the  clinics  will  have  the  privil- 
ege of  examination,  prescriptions,  medicines,  and  operations,  free 
of  charge.  Advanced  students  are  required  to  make  examinations 
at  the  clinics,  and  to  prescribe  for  patients. 

Libraries. — The  general  library  of  the  University  and  the  de- 
partment library  are  open  to  students  on  all  week-days,  except  dur- 
ing lecture  hours.  The  library  of  this  department  already  numbers 
several  hundred  volumes  of  standard  medical  works.  The  general 
library  of  the  University  contains  over  14,000  volumes  and  1,000 
pamphlets. 

Museum. — The  general  museum  of  the  University,  consisting  of 
a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  specimens,  and  the  medical  mu- 
seum, are  open  to  students  of  this  department.  A  cabinet  has  been 
provided  for  this  department,  which  already  contains  a  number  of 
valuable  specimens. 

Physicians  are  earnestly  invited  to  send  to  the  curator  any  speci- 
mens of  healthy,  morbid,  or  comparative  anatomy,  which  will  be 
properly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  donor,  and  placed  in  the 
museum.

Alumni  of  this  school,  and  other  accredited  medical  institutions, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  lectures  and  clinics,  on  taking  out  the  ma- 
triculation ticket. 

Students  who  have  entered  the  three-term  course  will  be  con- 
tinued as  enrolled;  the  fees  in  all  cases  amounting  only  to  the 
aggregate  of  the  two  years'  course  as  above  specified. 

All  fees  must  be  promptly  paid,  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  University . 

The  Faculty  ticket  will  be  issued  by  the  dean,  only  on  presenta- 
tion of  the  treasurer's  receipt.  Students  who  have  attended  two 
full  courses  of  lectures  in  this  department  will  be  entitled  to  the 
third  course  of  lectures  on  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee,  but 
not  to  dissection.  Students  who  have  attended  two  full  courses  in 
some  other  duly-recognized  medical  college  will  be  admitted  to  all 
the  privileges  of  this  department  upon  the  payment  of  $10,  which 
amount  will  not  include  matriculation  nor  demonstrator's  tickets. 

A  certificate  of  attendance  is  issued  to  each  student  during  the 
last  week  of  the  session,  and  all  colleges  are  hereby  notified  that 
tickets  of  this  school  are  valueless  unless  accompanied  by  such  cer- 
tificate. 

Good  board  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3  to  $5  per  week.  By 
associating  in  clubs,  students  may  supply  themselves  with  good 
accommodations  at  a  material  reduction  from  the  customary  prices. 

Students  will  be  furnished  with  all  necessary  information  concern- 
ing boarding  by  applying  to  the  janitor. 

Students  will  find  themselves  provided  with  the  best  accommoda- 
tions to  be  found  in  the  west  in  the  new  Medical  building  recently 
completed  for  all  lectures  had  in  common  with  the  Medical  depart- 
ment. 

The  building  erected  for  the  Homoeopathic  Medical  department 
is  pleasant,  commodious,  and  conveniently  located. 

PRELIMINARY     EXAMINATION. 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  course  of  medical  lectures 
must  give  evidence  of  a  good  English  education. 
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It*  the  applicant  is  a  graduate  of  a  literary  or  scientific  college,  or 
presents  the  certificate  of  having  passed  the  entrance  examination 
of  such  an  institution,  or  the  certificate  of  graduation  from  a  high 

school  or  academy,  it  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  an  examination. 

In  any  other  case,  the  candidate  must  pass  an  examination  before 
a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  -*-s  follows:  A  written  composition,  not 
to  exceed  a  page  of  foolscap,  on  a  given  subject,  which  will  be  the 
test  oi  orthography,  grammar,  etc.;  an  examination  in  common 
arithmetic,  history  of  the  United  States,  in  geography  and  element- 
ary physics  or  natural  philosophy 

Students  from  other  schools  not  requiring  preliminary  examina- 
tions must  present  credentials  or  be  examined  for  admission. 

Certificates  of  qualification  should  be  presented  the  first  day  of 
the  term.  The  examining  board  of  the  Faculty  will  meet  those  re- 
quiring examination  during  the  first  week  of  the  term. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

To  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  "Doctor  of  Medicine"  in  this 
department,  the  student  must  exhibit  to  the  dean  evidence  of  having 
pursued  the  course  of  medicine  for  three  years ;  must  have  attended 
two  full  courses  ot  lectures,  the  last  of  which  shall  have  been  in  this 
institution;  and  be  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

In  addition  to  these  requirements,  each  candidate  for  graduation 
will  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches  taught 
in  the  department,  including  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  ob- 
stetrics, and  surgery. 

The  final  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  writing,  by  the  Fac- 
ulty of  the  department,  subject  to  approval  or  rejection  by  a  board 
of  examiners  selected  for  that  purpose  from  the  homceopathic  phy- 
sicians of  Iowa. 

The  candidate  must  notify  the  dean,  in  writing,  during  the  first 
week  in  February,  of  his  or  her  intention  to  become  an  applicant 
for  graduation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  pay  the  examination  fee. 
In  case  of  a  failure  to  graduate,  twenty  per  cent  of  the  fee  will 
be  returned. 

The  Ad  Eundem  Degree  in  this  department  may  be  conferred 
under  the  following  circumstances :     The  candidate  must  be  in  pos- 
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session  of  an  accredited  diploma,  and  must  present  letters  from  two 
respectable  physicians  in  regard  to  his  moral  character  and  profes- 
sional standing-.  An  attendance  upon  lectures,  from  time  to  time 
during  the  session,  and  a  satisfactory  examination  must  be  passed 
on  all  subjects  taught  in  the  department.  From  those  who  receive 
the  Ad  Eundem  Degree,  the  matriculation  fee  and  a  fee  of  $25  will 
be  required.
